the  running  rate  of  the  camera* 

4*  In  view  of  the  limited  data  available,  the  ATIC  is  unable  to  come  to  any 
definite  conclusion  as  to  what  the  object  is*  Hov^ever,  it  appears  to  be  a reflection 
of  some  sort*  Knowing  the  reputation  of  conceivable  that  he 

arranged  for  this  reflection,  and/or  knows  exactly  what  was  photographed*
